| The fact that.some Chines boys 


who are recommended to the 
Street Boys’ Club by local Magis- 
trates absconded a little time after

Shing, 
and Yi Shing, commanded by Ad- 
miral Chesi Shao-kuan, left for’

COAL PRICES: 


Falling Export 
Demand. 


The resumption of work after the 
Easter stoppage found the coal trade 
rather , worse than better. No 
doubt the reduction in the output 
regulting from the holidays brought 
a little rellef to the collieries, but, 


unfortunately, this has not been ac- |. 


companied by any improvement in 
the demand. 

The inquiry from ‘all quarters 
continues exceedingly slow, and in 
none of the export coalfields is there 
sufficient trade to absorb the exist- 
ing outputs or to prevent 
cumulation of stocks at the pithead 
or in waggons at the sidings. It 
seems that, in addition to pit stop 
pages, production 
/more severely’ regulated, and in ona 
‘district this is being done in order. 
to prevent prices slipping below their 
existing low level. 

So far the output has kept above 
5,000, 000 tons per week, but there 
are few fears that this figure is too 
large. 

With fine weather the demand for 
house .and gas coal is subdued. 
Iqually, manufacturing and bunker- 
ing fuels continue to suffer from 
the prevailing ‘depression -in | in- 
dustry and shipping. Bunker coals, 
indeed, have suffered a further re+ 
lapse in price during the week. 

It is the failing demand for export 
which is the most depressing feature 
at this.time of the year. There 
seems to be a plethora of coal every- 
where. « The latest offtcial advices 
from Germany indicate that the 
pithead stocks in the, Ruhr amount 
to no less than 6,000, 000-tons, which 


| ig only a million tons short of the 


record stocks in the spring of 1926, 
when the British mining stoppage 
intervened and enabled Germany to 
dispose of this huge accimulation to 
advantage.

The solution de- 
pends upon archaeology, and the 
data are ‘ageordingly few, for it 
is not often that an archagologist 
is attached to an Arctic éxpedi- 
tion, and on a sledge journey time 
is precious; there fs little time 


for excavation. Curios abound in 
museums, bur the habit of Arctic

The burial customs of the 
northern races have always been 
n puzzle. ~ The American Eskimos 
deal with their sick and aged in 
a way which is strangély incon- 
sistent with their sociable temper 
among themselves and their 
friendliness towards strangers. 
‘They remove the dying person 
from the dwelling to avoid the 
contamination of a corpse. Both 
sick and. aged ,they wall up in 
some, lonely: hut; and leave them 
to die. They have a special fear 
of the dead men’s spirit. If a 
death occurs. in- the house they 
take Ingenious sprecautions to pre- 
vent the spirit from finding its 
way back, a common. method be- 
ing to put the body out through 
the window so as, to put the 
apirit off the trail. The Chukches 
along the Northern. Siberlan 
coast, south of Wrangel Island, 
tone or. strangle’ their aged and 
sick and leave their bodies to be: 
consumed by beasts of _ prey. 
Not infrequently the aged anti- 
cipate their fate by suicide. 

The immediate neighbours. of 
the Chukches on the Aleutian 
Islands mummify . their, dead. 
They~ seem to have no fear of 
them. -On the contrary, they like 
to keep them near them A 
niother will keep her dead. child

On.the top of all 
these layers, under the centre of 
the lid, was a second stone lamp 
eight inches long, and among the 
loose matting was a double paddle 
together with two shafts of wood. 
Below the matting was a second 
lid of split loge laid crosswise. 

Inside, the sarcophagua measur- 
ed 4 ft.x7 ft.x1% ft. The parts 
were skilfully mortised together 
and bone nails added to fix it 
more firmly. Four bodies were 
ineide. ‘All were doubled 
up with thefr ' knees ‘close 
to the ‘shoulders. Almost 
one half of the space was given 
to Body No. 1, which was the 
largest and was more elaborately 
buried than, the others. With the 
exception of Body No. 3 each lay 
in’ an ‘oval ‘hoop, .to which an 
animal skin was loosely attached.

From the fact that the bodies 
are in a doubled-up position 
might be inferred a certain fear 
of the dead, but that fa not neces- 
sarily so. The bodies’ in- this 
case ‘are not lashed in this. posi- 
tion for fear they should get free, 
and the doubled-up position cor- 
responds to the usual sitting posi- 
tion of the Aleut as he sits in the 


sun or over his fire. 


As to the date, there. is no ré- 
Mabie evidence. - But all imple- 
ments are of bone, stone, or wood, 
and the wood has“been fashion- 
ed with stone’ fools. Rope, .cord, 
and thread are made of sinew. 
Evidently, the burial antedates 
the advent of civilisation and the 
trader with his implements of 
fron. Also it raises an interest- 
Ing ‘question as to the racial

MERCHANTS | 'TS ALARMED;

Pirates Are Bold. 

So bold have the pirates become 
that in one instance, on May 27, 
pig boat was captured, forced 
to anchor, and in the presence ot 
the owner of the pigs the ‘pirate 
chief bargained for and disposed 
of the entire lot.to another man

vessel. 

On Friday evening, just before 
dusk, three pirate boats captured 
a cargo boat laden with silk to the 
value -of $55,000.

Pomp. and Pageantry of 
Friday Prayers. . 


Rabat (Morocco). 

It is, Friday, and the Sultan Sidi 
Mohammed Ben Moulay Youssuf 
Ben Moulay El Hagsan is going 
in state to worship at the royal 
mosque in the garden of his palace 
nmong the douars. There isa fan- 
fare of trumpets, and the proces- 
gion Jeaves the Makhzen, the royal 
household... + ieee 

The procession is headed by the 
mounted Black Guard, then come 
servants of the household, follow- 
ed by other troops, mounted and 
on foot, all in gorgeous uniforms 
and robes, Then comes the Sultan 
himself, preceded by: the holder of 
the umbrella, a vast green sun- 
shade. The Sultan fs flanked by 
four men on either side, carrying 
wonderfully fashioned fly-whiaks. 
Music and more servants close tho 
procession. . 

Caskets of Gold. 

On certain Moorish days of 
festival the young Sultan drives 
out.(he, has.a great collection of 
powerful Frengh motor-cars), and 
plays the leading part in magni: 
ficent ceremonials in elther Rabat, 
Mequinez or Marrakesh, 

Some of these festivities last for 
three days and nights, and thou 
sands of tribesmen come into the 
city for the festivities. During a 
“hedia,” a8 some of these festivals 
are called, the tribes offer presenta 
to their Sultan. 

Caskets of gold or of silver aro 
brought forward, and others lead 
out prancing Arab steeds, with 
gorgeous native saddles, trimmed 
with precious ‘stones which out- 
shine the sun. Others’ atill bring 
pieces: of handwoven material and 
mbroidery. ae : 
“Bach gift is offered with much 
ceremonial.. The. head of each 
tribe exclaims: ‘May Allah bless 
the reign of qur Sovereign,” and 
the Sultan in return extends his 
blessing. It should be remarked 
that the Sultan of Morocco is both 
the epiritual.and temporal head of 
the State, and is, in point of fact, 
a Moorish pope. ee

The question of filament voltage 
has given rise to many heated argu- 
ments among enthusiasts.’ The six 
volters condemn the two volters 
but have sympathy for the four. 
Should there be reasons as to why 
one type should be superior to| 
another? . | 

In the early days of bright emit- 
ters, when receivers have valves 
mounted in front of panels to serve 
a dual purpose for ‘detection. of}. 
wirelass signals and for illumina- 
tion in preference to messy oil 
lamps, there were grounds for ar- 
gument. Six volt valves had ro- 
bust filaments an@ yield a higher 
candle power. - Improved matinfac- 
turing methods and coated fila- 


(ments have abolished the superi- 
| ority of ‘the 6 volt type. 


Four volt 
valves were introduced principally 


on account of the foregoing reasons | ‘ 


and can now be considered super- 
fluous. On the other hand contin- 
ental manufacturers favour the 4 


‘| volters. 


Modern valves, be it of 2, 4 or-6 
yolt types, are equally efficient in 
all respects. When considered 
from an economical ‘point of view 
the 2 volters are preferable.. A 2 
volt accumulator costa only a third 
of Gvolt one. The-grid return lead 
of a 2.volt detector can be connect- 
ed direct to the positive L. T. bat- 
tery lead without any fear of “plon- 
ing” whereas in the other instance 
with a4 or 6 volt valve a poten- 
tiometer is necessary to give a plus 
2 volt bins. A direct connection to 
the positive lead of a6 volt detec- 
tor valve reaults in either a “plop” 
or a threshold how! whilat a nega- 
tive connection brings in inefficl 
ency resulting in weaker signals. 
The use of 2 volt ‘valves will there- 
fore bring in a saving of at least 
$30.—when good quality compon- 
ents are’ used. -

ampere hours capacity. 

The Mazda AC-SG is closely fol- 
lowed by two Mullard S4V and 
Six-Sixty 88466 with an amplifica- 
tion factor of 100. The impedance 
however is rather high 1,380,000 
ohms which means that some re- 
sistance must be allowed for in the 
circult with the consequent damp- 


ng. 

In the Pentode class there is only 
‘one 6 volt type, a Mullard- PM26. 
The best selection is amongst the’ 
4 volters.. If the filament of the 
lost valve js controlled: by a 80.ohm 
rheostat no additional resistance is 


required with the exception of a 
stop about two-thirds of the way up
